Walla of a Burning Building Bury Large 


Number In an Alley. 


Pittsburg. Feb. 10.—A fire of mysteri- 


ous origin was discovered about 8 o'clock 
last nisht in the large cold storage plant 
of the Chatauqua Lake Ice company. 
The building \vas a six-story brick, with 
three (ire walls, making in reality four 
buildings. The ice company had Its 
plant and storage warehouse on the 
lower floors and the Union Storage com- 
pany occupied the balance of the build- 
ing with merchandise of all descrip- 
tions, the property of many merchants 
and householders of the city. One of the 
compartments was used as the govern- 
ment bonded warehouse and contained 
about 400 barrels of whisky and alcohol. 
Fifty horses belonging to the Ice com- 
pany were stabled in one end of the 
building, but were rescued. 


The windows of the block are protected 


by Iron shutters which could not be 
opened, and for this reason the firemen 
were badly handicapped, being una.ble 
to get at the fire properly. At 11:15 p. m. 
an explosion of whisky occurred which 
blew out the Mulberry alley wall with 
terrible results. At the time the alley 
was tilled with firemen, policeman, news- 
paper men and others. Many were 
caught by the falling wall. There are 
rumors that at least 25 or 30 men are 
still under the debris. Three dead have 
been taken out, among them Police Cap- 
tain Berry. The other two bodies are 
at the morgue unrecognized 
as yet. 


Many people were injured 
by 
flying 


bricks and beams, and all the ambu- 
lances and patrol wagons of the city are 
in constant service. 


The telegraph and electric lights at the 


corner of One Hundred and Thirtieth 
and Penn streets fell shortly after the 
explosion and killed an unknown man. 


Just after the explosion the large 


warehouse of \V. A. Heevler & Co., di- 
rectly opposite the Chautauqua com- 
pany's building, was ablaze and in & 
short time was beyond hope of saving. 
At about 1:15 the fire was gotten under 
control. Th« two large buildings are a 
total wreck, and the loss cannot he 
much less than 
$1.000,000. Until 
the 


fallen walls have been clearest away, 
there can be no certainty as to the num- 
ber of victims.

Washington, Feb. 10.—The publication 


of what purported to be an autograph 
letter written by Dupuy Pe l>ome. the 
Spanish minister, to a friend, criticising 
the president with the utmost freedom. 
caused a sensation In official Washing- 
ton, and soon will be followed by JMinis- 
terDe Thome's departure from the United 
States. At the outset there was a dis- 
position to question the authenticity of 
the letter, but as bit by bit tho circum- 
stantial evidence accumulated, until it 
was finally announct-d oflicially that the 
minister declined to deny the authors-hip 
of the letter, all doubt was dissiiated. 
and the only question that remained 
was as to the line of action to lie pur- 
sued by our government toward 'he of- 
fending minister. The writing of this 
letter U 
unquestionably an 
offense 


against the amenities of diplomatic re- 
lations, and such offenses almost in- 
variably have been regarded in the capi- 
tal of th> United States, as in otHercapi- 
tals, as sufficient ground for the termin- 
ation of the official status of the letter 
writer. 


As eoon as the letter appeared in the 


press, the state department officials be- 
gan an effort to settle its authenticity, 
and when It had learned all that could 
be developed on that point and had been 
told that the minister himself refused 
to deny writing it, the consideration of 
the next step began. Assistant Secre- 
tary Day was In consultation with the 
president on the subject at least four- 
times during the official day, and then 
spent much time In framing his mes- 
sage to United States Minister Wood- 
ford at Madrid. The. ofRi-iul statement 
ot the sending of this message \v;is ac- 
companied by a declination to Indicate 
its contents at this time, the depart- 
ment merely giving- to the press the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"Minister De Lome, does 
not deny 


writing the letter. This department has 
communicated with General Wooilford 
on the subject. 
Until that communica- 


tion reaches the Spanish government It 
would be Improper to In any manner 
state the contents of the message to 
General Woodford," 


While the department refused to add 


anything to thin meager announcement, 
It can be stated without questUm that 
Mr. Woodford was directed to luy tho 
facts developed before the Spanish gov- 
ernment, together with the statement 
that In view of th* minister's refusal to 
deny th* authorship of the letter, tin- 
Spanish government Is looked to with 
confidence to denl with the case proper- 
ly. This amounts to /in Invitation to 
recall the minister, presuming that he 
himself has not already taken steps to 
vacate his position. No doulit IK enter- 
tained of a compliance with the implied 
suggestion, but In case there should be 
undue delay In acting, the state depart- 
ment would feel called upon to move di- 
rectly In the matter and Rive the minis- 
ter his passports, as was done when Sir 
Julian Pauncefote's predecessor 
wrote 


the celebrated Murrhlson .letter. 


resented here only by a charge, a sigri 
of. tho illsfilwis'ure with which it ylcweC 
the treatment cl \>f minister. 


Among the minister's friends the act 


of stealing a confidential letu-r and mak- 
ing It public was considered as mort 
reprehensible Uiun Uie writing of tht 
letter itself. It was the general expres- 
sion .among the minister's associates o: 
the diplomatic corps that, while the pub- 
lication disclosed ernv» impropriety, yei 
It WHS one that might huppen to any of 
them in the course of confidential com- 
munications in which the greatest free- 
dom of expression is used in order t. 
convey a full understanding of an In- 
ternational question. 


The most objectionable portion of the 


letter is this paragraph: "The message 
has undeceived the insurgents, who ex- 
pected something else, and has para- 
lyzed the action of congress, but I con- 
sider it bad. Beside the natural and in- 
evitable coarseness with which he re- 
peats all that the press and public opin- 
ion of Spain has said of Weyler, it shows 
once more that McKinley is weak and 
catering to the rabble, and, besides, a 
low politician, who desires to leave a 
door open to me and to stand well with 
the jingoes of his party. Nevertheless, 
as a matter of fact, it will only depend 
on ourselves whether he will prove bad 
and adverse to us."
